The amaidmait filed on 4/27/2005 presenting only claims drawn to a non-elected invention is non-responsive (MPEP § 821.03). 
The remaining claims are not directed to the elected invention because the elected invention was directed to use of a film coating as a 
taste masking coating and a product in which in each case compression was not a limitation of the claimed invention \^^aeas the non- 
elected invention was directed to a process of producing the product by compression of the coated article with conventional table 
excipients. The claims were rejected on the morits on that basis. The amended claims read on a process for producing a product by 
compression of film coated articles with conventional tablet excipients (Claims 1-4, 6) and a product in wiiich the product is obtained 
by compression of the film coated articles with conventional tablet excipients (Qaims 7-11, 13) in wiiich Applicant is arguing that the 
limitation related to compression over comes the prior art and overcomes the restriction requirement between product and process of 
making because the product now must be made by the claimed process. Since the process of making is directed to the non-elected 
invention, assuming Applicant's arguments are valid, thai the ammded product claims are also part of the non-elected invention. As 
such, the only claims ronaining are directed to the non-elected invQition.
